GIVES REASONS FOR SUIT.

THE OJIBWAY TRADITION 


As Told Ben JBories Durins 


journ Among; Tribe. 


A Powerful Nation 800 Years Ag;o, 


Terrible Winter Reduced 'lli?m 


in Number and Spirit, 


Editor Daily Journal: 


In the fall and winter of 18C3 I spent 


three months among the 
Ojibway In- 


dians on, the headwaters of Black River 
in this state, forty miles from the near- 
est settler in the dense forest. I picked 
up the language readily and was given 
the .Ojibway tradition. 
I consider 
it 


good history as it has bctn handed down 
orally to the smartest boys and must be 
repeated word for word without a break. 
The history is that the Ojibways came 
from the east nnd north, gradually occu- 
pying the north shore of the great lakes, 
and finally the territory between Lake 
Michigan and the Mississippi river, then 
reaching far into Illinois. 


Th'ey were ii very numerous and pow- 


erful people, constantly driving other 
tribes before them and 
expecting 
to 


reach the "dark and bloody ground" and 
also conquer that. But one tribe did 
they let stay in their territory and that 
was the peaceful little Menomones (wild 
rice men) with whom they did not- in- 
termarry. The time of their greatest 
strength ^was more than 800 years ago, 
it was brought to ah end by a terrible 
winter. 
Snow began to full with the 


leaves of the forest and "in two moons 
was seven feet long" (deep). The elk nnd 
doer all died, the buffaloes trailed off to 
the southwest and the Ojibways starved 
and froze to death by the thousands. The 
melting snoivs in t.he spring turned the 
and into n. lake and the tribes from as 
Far south as Kentucky came with canoes 
and murdered most of the starving rem- 
nants of the Ojibway bands. A few hun- 
dred, however, got back to Canada to 
their frieiids where the snow had not 
jeen so deep and the caribou were plen- 
:v, being able to travel on the top of the 
snow. Not an Ojibwoy was left on this 
side of the lake by midsummer. 


lUCINTC IN HUNTERS PARADISE. 
This is the tradition as I remember it. 


! especially remember the tradition of 
.he hunters' paradise, where buffalo, elk 
ihd deer swarmed, nnd the bear wa< fut 
on the oak and hickory mast; and the 
vhitefish caught at the island off Kipi- 
kewa (Racine) were as big as a pa- 
)oose; the territory west froiii Wauwau- 
osa. (wild goose) to Kenosha (pickerel,) 
ind west to Pishtnkn. (Fox River), un- 
loubtedly tlie finest hunting ground an 
ndian ever saw. 
The Pinisch light noiv shows where the 


sl.ind was once, and the trees that hist 
lipped off the ledge, weighted with earth 
o carry.them down, are the waterlogged 
.imber that has snagged the anchors and 
ish nets since. 


The above Indian names and hundreds 


if others in the state, are pure Ojibway 
nd evidence that they occupied thii reg- 
on for a long period, and lends strength 
o.the tradition. ' 


Kipekewn w.is the Indian 
name of 


:oot River. 1 get this both from tra- 
ition. nnd that one of the Jesuit fathers 
ad written it so. Chicago, if pronounc- 
d Ko ca.. go,.as it probably was once, 
leans "all pone," perhaps the end of the

Rate making is a matter.of legislative 


authority and it is difficult to see why

Hurrying out 
they attempted to enter the place, but 
upon touching the building received elec- 
tric shocks that nearly knocked them to 
the earth. 


They succeeded in getting the door 


open and there lay the three horses. All 
had been knocked down by the current 
charging the building and were kicking 
nnd struggling to get up, but could not 
do it. In a few moments the trouble 
was found. 


A 'phone message was sent to the Mil- 


waukee Electric Railway & Light coru- 
iany power house. Men hurried to tho 
scene, and cut the wire, removing the 
current charging 
the 
building. 
The 


horses were got upon their feet, but it 
was several hours before they fully re- 
covered. 


HEAT MELTED BRICKS. 


How the barn escaped being set on fire 


and damaged or destroyed is remarkable. 
So intense was the heat from the electric 
current it melted the tin trough, bricks 
in connection with it nnd also solid ice 
that had formed on the inside. 


Wires running through the alley in 


that locality are considered dangerous to 
both life and property and merchants are 
to make a combined effort for their re- 
moval. 


Mr, Ilnrbridgc nnd the men employed 


by the electric light company say it was 
a very lucky thing that some person was 
not killed by coming in contact with the 
tin trough or the charged wire.
